Present Pattern 


Total imports from Britain are now running at an annual rate of 
about £56 million f.o.b. (as compared with the peak figure of £60 
million recorded in 1953). Partly because of supply difficulties, 
there has been a sharp fall in the value of United exports 
to Italy of raw materials and semi-manufactures (e.g. coal, steel, 
wool and non-ferrous metals) which in 1955 represented only about 
20 per cent. of the total. Chemicals, including plastic materials and 
pharmaceuticals, account for another 10 per cent.; textiles (despite 
Italy’s own important textile industry) for about 7 per cent.; and the 
balance is made up of manufactured goods in which machinery of 
all kinds is predominant. 

Italy has been a very useful market for such varied items — to 
mention only a few at random -as scientific instruments, photo- 
graphic and optical goods, watches and clocks (£1-4 million f.o.b. 
in 1954); miscellaneous manufactured articles (of which, for example, 
she took more in 1954 than did France); electronic valves, radar and 
sound reproducing apparatus; and forks and spoons of base metal. 


Some Difficulties 


But there is another side to the picture. In 1955 Britain dropped to 
fifth place as a supplier of the Italian market after (in order of import- 
ance) the United States, Germany and France. y, whose total 
exports to Italy are now running at more than twice the value of 
Britain’s, supplies a much wider range of manufactured goods. 


The trouble seems to be that in addition to the fall in raw material 
exports, United Kingdom machinery exports have been particularly 
concentrated in two or three sectors which now present difficulties 
of one kind or another. In 1953 Italy imported United Kingdom 
textile machinery worth £3-4 million (i.e. more than any other 
country after India); but the figure for 1955 seems unlikely to exceed 
£1 million. The most efficient Italian textile firms have already 
gone a long way towards re-equipping themselves, while the rest are 
in difficulties, ly serious in the cotton industry, owing to 
the international slump in textiles. This year British exports to Italy of 
machine tools are unlikely to exceed one-half the value recorded for 
1954, when this country was our largest single market outside the 
Commonwealth. Long delivery terms for British tools appear 
to be the chief cause: total Italian imports in this sector continue to 
expand. 


Long-term Opportunities in Agriculture 

United Kingdom (and other onton) suppliers of tractors are also 
beginning to meet with difficulties. Although much of Italian agri- 
culture, particularly in Southern Italy, is technically backward, it 
has made rapid progress in recent years, as reflected in the spectacular 
rise in imports of tractors (from 3-3 milliard lire in 1951 to 11:9 
milliard in 1953). But the market is beginning to slacken at the same 
pee eta oy Neto en German and other manufacturers of 
equipment is becoming keener. Some of the more specialized a 
culture in Northern Italy (e.g. rice and dairy farming) is 
through a difficult period. In general, Gisa fh s dintias of capil 
and it is said that the special credit terms afforded by the Italian 
Government to purchasers of Italian-made agricultural equipment 
have for the time being stimulated sales to the limit of the financial 
capacity of the farming community.

Nevertheless, present difficulties should not obscure the important 
tial market for all kinds of agricultural equipment which exists

generous credit terms, an interesting market may wmaadie’E - 
expected to arise under the impetus of the Italian Government's 
development schemes. There seems no reason why United Ki 
manufacturers should not do more business over the wide range of 
agricultural machinery and equipment (other than tractors) for which 
Germany is the principal foreign source.

benefited. But the larger part of the demand for consumer goods of 
whatever kind is satisfied by Italian industry. The opportunities for 
United Kingdom manufacturers lie in the top-quality range, though 
prices must be competitive. Imported articles that can be successfully 
copied locally are likely to have a short life. Italians also have a well- 
developed flair for design; goods, to find a market here, must be 
eye-appealing and up-to-the-minute in styling and design. 

Even where the market for certain consumer goods is for one reason 

or another restricted or becoming so, there is a continuing and growing 
demand for the supply of parts to Italian industry. Compressors for 
refrigerators and a wide range of parts for the automobile and motor- 
cycle industry are obvious examples: there are many others. There is 
also the supply of plant and equipment; but keen competition from 
Italian industry and from German and other foreign sources must 
be reckoned with. The giants of Italian industry, whose up-to-date 
efficiency will bear favourable comparison with industry anywhere, 
still require plant and machinery for replacement and expansion. But 
2 as arrears of the post-war period have been largely caught up 
with. 
On the other hand, the vast number of medium and small Italian 
industrial concerns, while offering a most attractive potential market, 
are short of capital; and credit in Italy is very expensive. It is no good 
offering these firms fully automatic, high-speed machinery designed 
for a high output when what they want is something which will 
efficiently and cheaply perform a much more modest task. Orders 
will therefore go to those who are able to make a careful study of 
their potential clients’ requirements. 


Representation and Other ‘Musts’ 


In this connection the vital importance of good local representation 
cannot be overstressed. Local representatives should be selected with 
great care and not hurriedly or haphazardly. The vast majority of 
import agents, particularly for industrial goods, are located in Milan; 
but this does not mean that good agents may not be found elsewhere. 

Exporters may sometimes be tempted to think that, having selected 
a good agent, all they then have to do is to wait for the orders to come 
in. Nothing, of course, could be further from the truth. Close contact 
with the man on the spot, by means of periodic visits from the United 
Kingdom, is essential; moreover, it is greatly appreciated. The British 
exporter should also take a close interest in his agent’s efforts in regard 
to post-sales service, publicity, participation in Italian trade fairs

Automation Not a Threat 
to Economy 


‘AN EVOLUTIONARY extension of the Industrial Revolution’ is 
how Mr. Derek Walker-Smith, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade, referred to automation at the annual luncheon in London 
on January 17 of the British Industrial. Measuring and Control 
Apparatus Manufacturers’ Association. 


He said that in the conditions of full employment existing to-day 
an increase in production would best be got by improving techniques 
and mechanical processes so as to achieve higher production from 
the existing labour force. He referred to the importance of automation, 
and claimed that it did not constitute a threat to our economy. On the 
contrary, it should mean increased productivity and an invigorated 
industry. The economic well-being of our country depended on the 
rapid and effective application of science to industry, and the adoption 
of new techniques of mechanization was a traditional and necessary 
part of our industrial approach. 


Mr. Walker Smith stressed the importance of exports and said that 
the application of new techniques would expand our markets and 
increase the demand for goods, thereby maintaining employment and 
raising standards of life. He concluded by referring to the tremendous 
possibilities existing for the industry, for example, in the chemical 
industry, in the rapid expansion of the oil resources of the world, 
and in the exciting new field of nuclear energy. 


The Chairman of B.I.M.C.A.M., Mr. G. A. Edwards, said that 
the annual product of their industry was now worth £20 million, a 
third of which was exported. 


Sir Walter Puckey, Past-President of the Institution of Production 
Engineers, asked: What is the biggest single managerial obstacle we 
have? ‘Apathy,’ which was often written in the faces of our work- 

people. The bigger single managerial possibility was Interest, and 
automation could provide this — it was one of the best and most potent 
managerial tools in that direction. The ideal managerial dream was to 
be the universal provider, and automation was the means by which 
this could be done. 


Automation was still very much in its infancy -even though it 
already had 150 years of existence behind it. If we were to achieve a 
doubled standard of living in 25 years then the machine had to take 
over — especially ‘out of hours,’ and in all sectors of employment — 
factory, offices and general services. 


These things were much closer to us than most of us realized. 
They involved greater machine power and greater control power. 
They meant a terrific expansion of the work and opportunity of 
B.I.M.C.A.M. 


B.I.M.C.A.M. consists of 35 companies which claim more than 
90 per cent. of the productive capacity of the industrial instrument 
industry in the United Kingdom. Matters relating to prices are rigidly 
excluded from any part of the Association’s functions, which are to 
further the development and efficiency of the industry.

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G.A.T.T. Tariff Negotiating Conference at Geneva 


THE TARIFF wepoti atin ooemnomes which is being held at 
Geneva under the aegis goon: to the General 
Agreement on Tariffs a: and ‘Trade GAT. on Thursday, 
January 19, wih 0 pheery Sea t session the leader 
of the United Kingdom delegation, Sir Frank Lee, Permanent 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, made the following statement: 

‘The Government of the United Kingdom join to-day with 23 
other countries in this, the fourth of a series of international meetings 
for the negotiation of measures to stabilize and reduce customs tariffs. 
It is not the least of the advantages of the G.A.T.T. that it provides 
a forum and a framework — which did not exist before the war — 
within which such negotiations on tariffs can be held on a wide and 
multilateral basis. 


‘I have said that the negotiations which open today are the fourth 
round in a series. The first was at Geneva in 1947, when the G.A.T.T. 
first took shape as a great international code of trade rules, and there 
were subsequent negotiations first at Annecy and then at Torquay. 
As a result of those discussions tariffs were stabilized and reduced 
over a substantial proportion of the trade of the Free World. 

“The present negotiations give us another opportunity for taking 
a forward step over a broad front. 

“The Government of the United Kingdom are happy to participate 
in this Conference. In their view it is very timely; for two reasons. 
In the first place it follows the enactment in the summer of last year 
of new legislation in the United States re-empowering the Administra- 
tion to engage in multilateral tariff negotiations. The President of 
the Board of Trade looked forward to that decision when he referred 
to tariffs in his speech at the opening of the Review Session in October 
1954. The President then said, ‘“The sooner we can get into a position 
where tariff negotiations are possible, the better, but they must be 
international negotiations. They must include the United States of 
America with the freedom that only new legislation can afford them. 
We cannot in the United Kingdom negotiate in groups. Our trade 
covers the world, and our negotiations must cover the world.” 

“We are naturally pleased that the re-enactment of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act has made possible negotiations on the broad 
basis postulated by Mr. Thorneycroft. 

‘The second reason why we think this Conference opportune at 
the present juncture is that tariff barriers naturally become more em 
more relevant to the practical problems of international trade, 
we and other countries find it possible to move away ~ as is our “a 
clared objective - from quantitative restrictions on imports. It has 
always been recognized in the G.A.T.T. that in so far as it may be 
necessary to afford some measure of protection in domestic markets 
the method which is right and appropriate is protection by means of 
customs duties (but customs duties should from time to time be 
negotiable). 

‘It is against this background that we have to approach the problems 
involved in the fresh round of multilateral tariff negotiations which 
is about to begin. 

‘I have heard it argued that the tariffs of some countries are very 
low while those of certain others are excessively high, and that 
comprehensive action should be taken, according to a pre-determined

They have 
achieved impressive results in the past. But while, as I have said, we 
unreservedly welcome the present negotiations, we would not expect 
dramatic results to come about on this occasion. The fact is that, as 
we are all aware, the Legislation which Congress has approved sets 
a limit to the extent of the tariff concessions which the United States 
Administration can offer. It would be unrealistic to expect that 
economically more vulnerable countries should make a more sub- 
stantial contribution than that which the United States, with its 
creditor position in the world, its large internal market and its highly 
developed and efficient economy, is in a position to offer. I would 
also add that the aims of the G.A.T.T. would not be well served if 
these negotiations resulted in tariff concessions which proved in the 
event to be unrealistic. What I have in mind is that we should have 
built on sand if tariffs were reduced so drastically that Governments 
were, or felt they were, compelled to maintain the quantitative 
restrictions which they otherwise could have removed. 


‘In what I have said I have deliberately struck a note of caution — 
which is, in effect, no more than a reminder of the need for realism. 
But I would not wish there to be any misunderstanding about our 

attitude to these negotiations. We welcome them as a means of 
maintaining the momentum of our progress towards the common 
objective of wider trade. It is in that spirit that we in the United 
Kingdom will participate in these discussions: and I wish them well.’

Questions in Parliament 


Merchandise Marks Act 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, January 24, the President 
of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, was asked whether 
he was aware that certain wholesalers were describing, in their trade 
catalogues, rugs as being mohair type at prices which made it certain 
that there was no mohair content; that under the Merchandise Marks 
Act the word mohair could be used only when the rugs were made 
wholly of mohair; and what action he intended taking in the matter. 

He was also asked whether he was aware that the term ‘knitting 
wool’ was being used to describe yarn that did not consist entirely 
of wool; and if he would take action to prevent this contravention 
of the Merchandise Marks Act. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Derek 
Walker-Smith, said that complaints had been received on both these 
subjects and they were being investigated. 


Exemption of Works of Art from 
Import Duties 


THE TREASURY have made two Orders: 
The Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 1) Order, 1956; and 
The Silk Duties (No. 1) Order, 1956. 

These Orders extend the ion of certain works of art from 
duty chargeable under the Import Duties Act, 1932, and from silk 
and artificial silk duties, to other works of art, namely lithographs 
and other prints, and to the blocks, plates, stencils, etc., from which 
they are produced. 


The Orders come into operation on January 28, 1956, and have 
been published as Statutory Instruments 1956, Nos. 58 and 59.

Increased Production of Man-made 
Fibres in 1955 


PRODUCTION of man-made fibres in December at 40.4 million 
Ib. brought the total for the year to 471.8 million Ib., 5 per cent. 
more than in 1954. Some of the increase is, however, attributable 
to the extended coverage of the figures from January, 1955. 

Deliveries of continuous filament yarn in the last quarter of the 
year were 3 per cent. more than in the same period of 1954, making 
total deliveries for the year 3 per cent. greater than in 1954. Deliveries 
for export in 1955 were 5 per cent. less than in 1954 and to the home 
trade 4 per cent. more with most of the rise in deliveries of hosiery, 
lace and industrial purposes yarns.

BOTH THE IMPORT AND EXPORT PRICE index numbers rose by 

one point in December and consequently the index of the terms of 

oo remained the same as in November at 101 (average for 1954 = 
). 

The index numbers for each of the main classes of imports showed 
upward movements; that for food, beverages and tobacco rose a 
further point to 101, but was nevertheless 4 points lower than a 
year earlier, while the ‘manufactured goods index, which on the import 
side is largely influenced by movements in prices of crude copper and 
other materials for industry, rose by three points to 114. 


Among exports the index number for metals (which in addition to 
iron and steel, and non-ferrous metals, covers those manufactures of 
metals included in Class D, Division 14 of the Trade and Navigation 
Accounts) rose by a further two points to 109 and that for miscel- 
laneous manufactures rose by one point to 105. 

These index numbers are constructed from average values of a 
selection of the imports and exports shown in the monthly Trade and 
Navigation Accounts. The Board of Trade Journal for March 26, 
1955, page 658, explains the method and on page 1256 of the issue for 
December 10, 1955, index numbers from 1950 are given.

ADMINISTERS NATIONAL SAVINGS 
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E.C.G.D. Accounts Show Reduced 
Commercial Deficit 


TRADING ACCOUNTS published by H.M. Stationery Office show 
that in the financial year to March 31, 1955, the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department issued guarantees on commercial* account to 
the approximate face value of £544,000,000 compared with 
£509,000,000 in the previous year. 

The cumulative account on commercial trading since 1930 was at 
April 1, 1954, £3,531,357 in deficit, but a trading surplus for the year 
1954-55 of £2,920,381 reduced this to £610,976 at March 31, 1955. 
(Recoveries since that date are known to have extinguished the 
remaining deficit.) 

Net premium income for the year was £2,895,576, and net operating 
expenses £704,703. Claims paid amounted to £4,625,853, of which it 
is estimated that some 89 per cent. will eventually be recovered. 
Recoveries during the year amounted to £5,355,361. 

In addition E.C.G.D. issued guarantees to the face value of 
approximately £104,300,000 ‘in the national interest,’ compared with 
£36,100,000 in the previous year. The separate account for these 
_ ‘special guarantees’ (as distinct from commercial business undertaken 

with the approval of the Advisory Council), shows a trading surplus 
for the financial year 1954-55 of £304,264. The cumulative account 
(for five years’ trading) was, however, £8,073 in deficit at March 31, 
1954 (due to a deficit on the previous year’s trading of £869,414) 
and the cumulative balance at March 31, 1955, therefore amounted 
to £296,191. Net premium income for the year amounted to £689,941, 
claims payments to £297,981, and recoveries to £4,190: net operating 
expenses were £91,886. 

*Note.—The Export Guarantees Act 1949 authorizes E.C.G.D. to 
conduct business either (under Section I) after consultation with the 
Advisory Council or (under Section II) where expedient in the national 
interest (there being no obligation to consult the Advisory Council). Business 
under Section I is referred to as ‘commercial

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British Products Do Well at Kansas Hardware Show 
From the British Consulate at Kansas City 


THE OFFICIAL BRITISH STAND in the Western Retail Implement 
and Hardware Association Show held in the Kansas City Municipal 
Auditorium on January 16, 17 and 18 gave many of the visiting 
wholesalers and dealers from Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, Oklahoma 
and Nebraska their first opportunity of seeing a representative dis- 
play of high-quality British hardware, bicycles, Sheffield cutlery 
and sports equipment. The products were sent from warehouses 
in New York, Chicago and Philadelphia by nine importers repre- 
senting a total of 27 British manufacturers. Six of the importers ar- 
ranged for representatives to be present on the stand to discuss 
business and book orders. 


A visitor travelling across the United States cannot help but notice 
that many British products which are commonly seen in shop 
windows in the coastal areas are almost unknown in the interior. 
The remedy lies in better publicity and methods of distribution. 
The heart of America is rapidly developing economically and 
Kansas City, by reason of its geographical position and air, road and 
rail communications, is an ideal distribution centre. The main aim, 
therefore, which prompted official participation in this show was to 
open the eyes of importers to trade potentialities in the central states 
and introduce importers to local distributors and dealers. The 
response was encouraging. Importers wrote in requesting allocations 
of stand space ranging from 50-200 square feet, but priority was 
given to firms promising to send a representative. The actual con- 
struction of the stand was entrusted to display specialists who worked 
to designs and specifications prepared by Exhibitions and Fairs 
Branch of the Board of Trade. 


Around the three sides of the stand ran tiered shelving draped 
with blue velvet on which were arranged the products of the 27 
British manufacturers represented. ‘There were submersible and 
hydro air pumps, a complete range of magnets, hacksaw blades and 
frames, hammers, wood chisels, carpenters’ saws, cold chisels, 
oilers, curtain rails, three makes of Sheffield cutlery, bicycles, tennis 
rackets and balls, hockey sticks, golf clubs and balls, a soccer ball 
and boots, dart boards, air mattresses, suede jackets and an inflatable 
boat. Without exception the products were of the highest quality. 


The stand itself was distinctive, catching the eye along the whole 
length of its aisle. The importers were well pleased with the arrange- 
ment of their products, and from the time the Show opened there 
was a steady stream of visitors to the stand. Judging by the number 
of complimentary remarks there can be no doubt about the value of 
the publicity that was obtained. Local distributors and dealers were 
genuinely pleased to see the United Kingdom active in their midst. 
One Kansas appliance distributor said that he had never realized 
the United Kingdom sold such a wide variety of products in the 
United States. Another dealer from St. Joseph, Missouri, said that 
the wood chisels were the best he had seen anywhere. 

In a market such as the Heart of America, where British products 
are not nearly so well known as on the coasts, publicity of this kind 
is invaluable. Dealers and distributors paid close attention to the 
display; they studied brand names and took a particular interest 
in the literature which was available. Importers’ representatives on 
the stand were able to buttonhole dealers, explain the merits of their 
products, and promise early delivery from warehouse stocks. They 
all made valuable contacts for follow-up action later. Some of the 
importers spent their time outside exhibition hours calling on local 
stores and so extending their range of contacts. Tangible results 
are already apparent. 

Another most encouraging feature was the amount of publicity 
given to the British stand by the local newspapers, radio and tele- 
vision stations. One television station illustrated a news broadcast 
with still photographs of the stand and invited H.M. Consul to 
appear in a feature programme to talk about British exports and to 
display samples taken from the stand. One of the products displayed 
in this way was a suede jacket and there was an interesting sequel. 
A leading departmental store received an inquiry from a lady tele- 
vision viewer, and partly as a result they are from now on stocking 
the entire line of ladies’ jackets. 

When the show ciosed on the final day importers’ representatives 
all expressed their appreciation for the opportunity they had been 
given to display their products in a new territory, and they promised 
their future support. 


United States Tariff Classification of Imports 


UNITED KINGDOM exporters are again reminded that a procedure 
exists for obtaining formal rulings on the United States tariff classifica- 
tion of merchandise and the rate of duty applicable in advance of the 
importation of such merchandise into the United States. The arrange- 
ments made by the United States customs authorities in this connec- 
tion, which were announced in the Board of Trade Journal on 
November 18, 1950 (page 801) are as follows: 


(a) Any prospective importer or foreign exporters may apply in writing 
to the Commissioner of Customs, Washington 25, » for a ruling as 
to the tariff classification of any article which he intends to import into 
or ship to the United States in commercial quantities. The application 
shall contain a full description of each article. The application shall also 
give the following information, unless it is clear that it will be of no

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International Trade and Financial Arrangements 





Anglo-Finnish Trade Talks 


TALKS BETWEEN REPRESENTATIVES Of the Government of the 
United Kingdom and of the Finnish Government about Anglo- 
Finnish trade, which began in London on January 10, were concluded 
on January 20. Trade between the two countries developed satis- 
factorily during 1955, and exports each way were considerably above 
the forecasts made at the beginning of the year. United Kingdom 
exports to Finland were higher than in any previous year, and United 
Kingdom imports from Finland have only once been exceeded since 
the war. 

Finland’s main exports are timber and plywood, for which there 
is free entry into the United Kingdom, and pulp, paper and board, 
the import of which is subject to global quota. Finland imports from 
the United Kingdom a wide range of raw materials and manufactured 
products. During 1955 ‘automatic licensing’ was introduced by 
Finland for goods making up about 50 per cent. of her total imports. 

It was estimated during the discussions that Finnish exports to the 
United Kingdom in 1956 would be at much the same level as in 1955. 
In these conditions it was agreed that, for goods traditionally imported 
from the United Kingdom and not subject to ‘automatic licensing,’ 
the Finnish authorities would issue licences as liberally as in 1955. 
For certain specified goods, they are prepared to license imports from 
the United Kingdom in accordance with a list of quotas agreed during 
the talks. 


Anglo-Brazilian Payments Agreement 


THE BANK OF BRAZIL has authorized a further sterling remittance 
of £416,745 under the Anglo-Brazilian Payments Agreement of 
October 1, 1953. This brings the total of remittances authorized up 
to nearly £24} million and covers all applications for the remittance 
of sterling which were approved by the Bank of Brazil up to and 
including September 11, 1952.

Draft Agreement with Pakistan on Estate Duty 


Discussions for the avoidance of Double Estate Duty which opened 
at Karachi on January 16, between the representatives of the Govern- 
ments of the United Kingdom and Pakistan have concluded and a 
draft agreement has been initialled. Subject to approval by both 
Governments, the agreement will be signed in Karachi in due course. 


Italy and Bulgaria 


THE TRADE AGREEMENT between Italy and Bulgaria, signed at 
Rome on September 1, 1953, has been extended for a year up to 
December 31, 1956. (See Board of Trade Journal of October 3, 1953.) 
The lists of goods to be exchanged between the two countries remain 
unchanged except for the quota for essence of roses which has been 
increased. 


Italy and Roumania 


THE TRADE AGREEMENT between Italy and Roumania which was 
signed at Bucharest on November 25, 1950, and entered into force on 
December 20, 1950, has been extended for « further year up to 
December 19, 1956 (see Board of Trade Fournal of March 31, 1951), 
The lists of goods to be exchanged between the two countries remain 
unchanged. 


West Germany and Colombia 


THE GERMAN FEDERAL GAZETTE Of January 12 announced the 
further extension of the 1954 Trade Agreement between the Federal 
Republic of Germany and the Republic of Colombia for a period of 
six months ending on June 27, 1956.

Burma and China 


UNDER THE TRADE AGREEMENT Concluded in April 1954 between 
the Government of the Union of Burma and the People’s Republic 
of China, a protocol was signed in Rangoon on December 29, 1955, 
covering the exchange of commodities during 1956. 

This protocol provides for the purchase of 150,000 tons of Burmese 
rice by China, and the purchase by Burma of Chinese export com- 
modities equivalent to the value of the rice. 

The original trade agreement was reported in the Board of Trade 
Journal on June 6, 1954 (page 1239). 


Denmark and Poland 


PROTOCOLS extending the Trade and Payments Agreements between 
Denmark and Poland for a further year from January 1, 1956, have 
been signed in Warsaw. 

The Protocol extending the Trade Agreement is similar in character 
to the previous one, but the estimated volume of trade has been 
increased to Kr. 85 million each way. 

Polish exports to Denmark will include coal, coke, bunker coal, 
chemical and pharmaceutical products, textiles and clothing, machin- 
ery, tools and other products, motor cars, trucks and tractors, photo- 
graphic enlargers, buttons and sports goods. 

Danish exports to Poland will include fish and fish products, 
chemicals and pharmaceutical products and semi-manufactures, 
marine and other plant including refrigeration installations, etc., 
radio-technical equipment, motor car spares, laboratory apparatus, 
agricultural and food products, sports goods and books and periodicals.

THE Moniteur Belge of December 29, 1955, published two Royal 
Decrees dated December 24 and 27, 1955, respectively, which provide 
for changes in the import duty tariff for E.C.S.C. (European Coal and 
Steel Community) iron and steel. (See Board of Trade Journals of

THE ITALIAN Gazzetta Ufficiale of December 29, 1955, published 
the text of a Ministerial Decree dated December 14, 1955, which 
provides for the payment of the General Turnover "Tax (Imposta 
Generale sull’Entrata) once only on certain home-produced and 
imported commodities during the period January 1, 1956-December 
31, 1956. In the case of imported goods provision is made under 
the Decree for the payment of the tax to Customs at the time of 
clearance. 


The rates of taxes on beer, medicinal specialities, stockfish, furs 
and furskins have been reduced while that for mineral fuel oils has 
been increased. One new item, rabbit and other leporine skins, has 
been added to the list of goods on which the tax is to be levied on 
the single payment system.

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CHILE 
Deferred Payments for Imports 
of Capital Goods 


CHILEAN DECREE No. 1308, of November 28, 1955, which has 
recently been published, establishes conditions under which 

industrial equipment and other capital goods may be imported into 
Chile on deferred payment terms. The principal conditions are as 
follows: 

(a) Individual operations of this type shall be for not less than 
U.S.$50,000. Collective imports made through Associations must 
have a total value of at least U.S.$100,000. 

(b) Cash payments may not exceed 20 per cent. of the total value 
of any import and the remaining instalments must be spread over at 
least three years. 

(c) Certificates of Necessity must in all cases be obtained from the 
Chilean Ministry of Economy, or from the Ministry of Agriculture 
when it is a matter of agricultural interest.

VENEZUELA 
Need for Early Arrival of Shipping Documents 


By A RESOLUTION of February 24, 1955, and effective from 
January 2, 1956, the Venezuelan Ministry of Finance has ceased to 
accept guarantees or deposits against Customs duties. 

Her Majesty’s Embassy in Caracas has advised the Board of Trade 
that as a consequence of this new regulation Customs agents in 
Caracas have requested that shipping documents be despatched by 
shippers as early as possible by registered air mail, so that they reach 
Venezuela before the arrival of the merchandise. 


PACIFIC ISLANDS 
Western Samoa Customs Tariff Amended 


THE SECOND SCHEDULE to the Samoa Customs Order, 1939, 
as subsequently amended, which deals with import duties, and the 
Third Schedule to the same Order, as amended, dealing with export 
duties, have both been revoked as from May 4, 1955. So have the 
surcharge on imported goods and the Port and Customs Service 
Tax Regulations, 1928. 

The former Tariff, which imposed a standard ad valorem rate of 
duty, with preferences for British products, on all imported 
not specifically exempted or included in a short list of goods subject 
to specific rates of duty, has been replaced by a Tariff which sets out 
in full the British preferential and general rates of import duty appli- 
cable to each individual item. The amended export duties are set 
out in full as before.

4. The schemes for the licensing of Capital Goods and Heavy 
Electrical Plant will continue in force during the January-June 1956 
period.

5. Unauthorized imports are liable to be severely penalized. 
United Kingdom exporters are advised, therefore, not to enter into 
firm commitments with importers or arrange for the shipment of any 
licensable goods without first ascertaining from the importer that 
he holds a valid import licence.
